and 
Sen. Stuart 
Sym­ 
ington, 
D-Mo., 
say 
Kissinger 
has all but taken over as the 
nation’s chief foreign-policy ad­ 


viser from Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers. 
In this case, the nam e of the 
game is “executive privilege" 
and the historic prerogative of 
a president to withhold any per 
son or document from congres­ 
sional 
scrutiny any tim e 
he 
chooses. 
Fulbright, in a speech 
to the 
Senate, called this a wall of se­ 
crecy behind which the adm in­ 
istration has hidden vital deci­ 
sions on the Indochina war. 
He has introduced legislation 
to breach 
the wall by 
per­ 
mitting 
Congress 
to summon 
presidential 
assistants 
to 
its 
com m ittees. 
A n d 
Friday, 
Republican 
Leader Hugh Scott added to the 
war of words:

Armed Clash 


DACCA, E ast Pakiston

— W itnesses reported

The fifth and worst day of 
violence

There was no official word on 
F riday’s clash, but witnesses 
said troops arrived by helicop­ 
ter after shooting began at a 
telephone center in Tongi, 12 
miles from Dacca.

The Pentagon’ official com­ 
ments, sent to the Interior De- 
p a r t m e n t last W ednesday, 
om itted such legal judgm ents, 
but raised another potentially 
controversial point.

You might be surprised or 
shocked to see beetles or car­ 
penter ants crawling along the 
; floor 
in the 
middle

i winter, or anytime for that 
matter. This can happen if you 
have firewood stored in your 
home or garage. 
B e e t l e s , and sometimes 
carpenter ants, spend the winter 
behind the bark of old logs, 
stacked firewood, under lumber 
and other places. During the 
winter, firewood that is brought 
into the house and stacked by 
the fireplace becomes warm or 
the bark falls off. That’s when 
the 
hitch-hiking 
betties 
start 
crawling about, wondering what 
made the hibernation season so 
short. 
You can get rid of these stray 
beetles with a vacuum cleaner. 
Be sure to destroy the content 
of the sweeper bag. And, to 
keep from having to repeat the 
chore each time you bring wood 
in the house, shake off loose 
bark outside and see 
that no 
beetles are present. 
What’s the difference between 
everbearing and June-bearing 
strawberries? 
June-bearing 
plants produce one crop each 
year 
in late spring, normally 
lata May and June in Ohio. 
Everbearing varieties bear a 
crop during the normal June 
season and a second one in late 
summer and early fall.

If the early spring planting 
season is suitable, 1971 may be 
a year to sow just a few more 
oats than usual. In fact, they 
may make a lot better feed than 
a field of severely blighted corn. 
Oats do not compare to corn 
yield wise in a normal year, 
and oat quality can vary con­ 
siderable any one year. How­ 
ever, when substitute crops are 
considered for a year o: pos­ 
sible heavy corn blight damage, 
then oats do take on a more 
promising possibility. 
When 
substituting oats for 
corn as a livestock feed they 
do have a relative feed value 
(energy) of 60 80 per cent of 
corn. Most livestock cannot ac­ 
cept oats as the total grain in 
their corn-supplement formula, 
the rule of thumb is about 33 
per cent. 
Oats respond well to a good 
fertility program and increased 
yields can be noted by early 
sowing.

American Resources for Tomor­ 
row. They conducted an educa­ 
tional program to teach the 
youngsters how to cope with the 
problems of today’s environ­ 
ment and finally prepared a 
course of action to improve 
local areas. 
The program is on a long 
term basis.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — Rus­ 
sell Carter, 51, superintendent 
of the budget in the adminis­ 
tration of former Gov. Michael 
V. DiSalle, was convicted in 
federal court Friday on three 
counts of income tax evasion. 
A U.S. District Court jury 
found Carter, a Dayton attor­ 
ney, guilty of failing to pay 
$29,000 in taxes on $81,000 In­ 
come from 1963-65. 
Carter was not sentenced im­ 
mediately. He could receive up 
to five years in prison and a 
$10,000 fine on each count. 
Carter was assistant Mont­ 
gomery County prosecutor from 
1949-53 when he was appointed 
to an unexpired term as Day­ 
ton Municipal Court judge. He 
resigned as budget director in 
1962 to run unsuccessfully as an 
at-large candidate for Congress.
